“When everything. has been found to be nor- 
mal, or ‘the ‘best’ possible efforts have been made 


to make it so, the next most important duty is 
that of a calm mind, cheerfulness, and a firm 
faith in the great joy to come. Doctor Osler, 
the famous physician, has said that the master 
word in medicine is ‘equanimity.’ He might have 
gone further and called it the master word for 
all of life’s conduct, for never are equanimity 
«nd even judgment needed more than when a 
woman must consider that the mental attitude 
effects not only herself but another life, for 
the time wholly hers, to protect and guard. 


> ‘*Gossip of dire foreboding and old wives’ tales- 


should never be listened to. Nine-tenths of the 
stories of serious results are pure fiction, with 
no real basis of fact, however authentic they 
may seem or how well supported they are by 
details. Science has disproved utterly the theory 
of marks and disfigurement appearing on the 
baby as the result of sudden fright or horrifying 
experiences of the mother but allowing the mind 
to dwell upon such stories may mean a lowered 
vitality on the part of the mother owing to the 
mental worry, and, consequently, a lowered 
vitality and a disturbed nervous system. for the 
baby.’’
